Libson, Feb. 1. -King Carlos and 
Crown Prince Luis Phillippe were 
assassinated today. 

They were shot to death while 
seated in the royal’earriage at Libson 
ju*t after their return from Villa 
Vico*a. where they have been so- 
journing, by a hand of men who fir- 
ed a volley from carbines. 

The royal family was driving in an 
open carraige when a group ot men, 
at the corner of Prasea Do Commer- 
cio and Rua Do Arsenal, suddenly 
sprang toward the carriage and level- 
ling their carbines which had been 
concealed upon them, tired mortally 
wounding the King and Crown 
Prince and slightly wounding the 
King's second son, Prince Manuel. 

(Jueen Amclie. who arise in the 
carriage and tried to shield the 
Crown Prince, was unhurt. 

Immediately the police guard fired 
on the regicides, killing two of them. 

Before any of the guards were 
aware of what had hapened the as- 
aasins leaped toward the carriage 
and instantly a fusilad ot shot rang 
out. 

In a moment all was terrible con- 
fusion, the King and Crown Prince 
being shot down without the slight- 
est chance to save themselves. Po- 
lice guards sprang upon the regietdea 
the number of whom was somewhat 
uncertain, and killed two and captur- 
ed four others. 

One of these oommitted suicide 
after being placed in prison. 

It is charged that one of the mur- 
derers was a Spaniard named Cor- 
dova. 

The bodies of the King and Crown 
Prince were removed from the Ma- 
rine arsenal, in two closed carriages, 
to the royal palace, Paco Das Neces- 
sidades, the late residence of the 
King, escorted by the municipal 
guards, mounted.

Nikko, Japan, Aug. 21. — In my 
last letter 1 told of the various por- 
tions ot the temple dedicated to 
Icyasu. All the splendor of those 
decorations is forgotten when one 
secs the tomb itself, which is of 
massive stone, surmounted by a 
pagoda -shaped urn of finest gold, 
silver and copper bronze, in front, 
on a low table, are a bronze incense 
burner, a vase of bronze with lotus 
flowers and leaves of brass, aud a 
bronze tortoise supporting a stork. 
This ornament is seen frequently in 
temples all over the empire, and 
typifies -'length of days " The in- 
closure is surmounted by a lofty- 
stone wall with balustrade, and 
shaded by grand old cry ptotuarias 
and a luxuriant growth of azelias 
and bamboo grass. This unadorned 
tomb of the mighty shogun, standing 
in silence and shade behind the 
spb-ndid red lacqucrel temples raised 
in his honor, is a stately finish to 
this exquisite creation. Massive 
stairways of stone, each gray with 
lichen, lead to the tomb, each stone

To the Officer* and Members of the 

American Society of Equity. 

Many letter* of inquiry are being 
received at National Headquarters 
from the member* with reference to 
the late National Convention, and 
we have though*, it best to prepare a 
brief summary of the acts fur your 
information. 

In the first place the National 
Convention which wa* called to meet 
in Indianapolis, October *J2. I5<07, 
wa* regularly called by the Board of 
Directors, presided over by President 
Mr. Kveritt. The body was called 
to order by Mr. Kveritt and the ere 
dential* committee was selected, 
each state delegation selecting its 
own member of said committee. 
This credential committee made up 
the roster of the Convention from 
credentials handed to them by the 
various delegates. The report of 
this committee was unanimously 
adopted and the various other com 
mittees were then selected try the 
states as had been the credentials 
committee. 

The convention then proceeded 
with its work, part of the time with 
Mr. Kveritt in the chair, part of the 
time with Vice-President Whiting 
in the chair, until Wednesday, when 
Mr. Kveritt in a speech before the 
convention, announced that he would 
nut be a condidato for re-election of 
the presidency. It was also an 
nounced to the convention that it 
had been agreed that an antire set 
of National officer* should be select- 
ed. The Convention then by vole 
adopted a resolution to proceed with 
the election of Nations! officers, 
which re*ultod in (he election of the 
present officer*, without opposition 
in each case etc pt for the presiden- 
cy, and in that instance the election 
of Mr Harnett wa* altno-t tinauimoo* 
and the gentleman who was voted 
for in opposition to him, Mr. Wil- 
son, of Oklahoma, at once aro*e and 
moved to make his election uoani 
iiiouh, which was done. After his 
speech of acceptance Mr. Kveritt 
was called for and made a brief 
speech mi which he promised to *up 
port the new officer* and aid them 
in every way possible. 

It developed during the conven- 
tion that at the organization of the 
Society tivp year* ago Mr. Kveritt 
had made a contract with himself, 
binding the Society to recogni/e his 
paper, Cp To Dale Farming, for a 
period of fifty years, or during the 1 
entire corporate life ol the Society. 

\ copy of tin ntract was submit ' 

ted to a firm of lawyer* in Indian 
spoil* and in a written opinion they 
decided it to he voidable, but advi* 
cd the body to adopt a resolution 
declaring it null and void. Thia | 
resolution was adopted Friday after- 
noon by an almost unanimou* vote.
